NO: 39 encoding SEQ ID NO: 40 having salt tolerance activity in a transgenic plant. The fact that SEQ ID NO: 39 is isolated from a 
halophyte does not inherently imply that the sequence induces salt tolerance in a transgenic plant. Applicant has provided no convincing 
evidence to the contrary. In addition, since SEQ ID NO: 39 has not been shown to induce salt tolerance activity in a transgenic plant, 
sequences that hybridize thereto are not expected to confer salt tolerance activity in a transgenic plant. Also, Applicant has not described 
a representative number of DNA having both the structural and functional properties as recited in claim 66.
